Report Gets 
Paris Protest 


PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
France Monday protested to the 
United States against remarks 
made by American Gen. Nathan 
F. Twining on Thursday biam- 
ing France for being the main 
nation responsible for delays in 
earrying out -NATO’s current 
defense program. 

The protest was made by 
French Foreign Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville when 
he received United States Secre- 
tary of State Christian Herter 
Monday morning, a French 
aad Ministry spokesman 
said. 

On Friday the news leaked 
out that Gen. Twining had 
warned the Military Committee 
of NATO that the alliance faced 
dangerous weaknesses unless 
member nations lived up to 
their commitments. 

He made it clear he was re- 
ferring particularly to France. 

Gen. Twining’s remarks were 
made the previous day at a sup- 
posedly top-secret meeting of 
the committee, which includes 
the top military representatives 
of the 15 NATO member na- 
tions. 

Couve de Murville Monday 
expressed his “extreme — sur- 
prise” at the American press re- 
vealing statements made at a 
session of the Military Commit 
tee of NATO. Such meetings, 
he reminded Herter, in prin- 
ciple considered to be secret. 

Aecording to the spokesman, 
Couve de Murville also stress- 
ed the exaggerated and dispro- 
portionately dramatic manner 
in which the problems raised 
by Gen. Twining and involving 
France's request for reorganiza- 
tion of NATO had been present- 
ed. 

This was all the more regret- 
tablé coming on the eve of a 
meeting of NATO at a moment 
when unity of the NATO Ma- 
tions prior to the East-West 
meeting was vital.

Wadsworth and Britain's Sir 
Michael Wright said Tsarap- 
kin’s proposal was “very inter- 
esting.” But Wadsworth quick- 
ly pointed out that the proposal 
still retained a concealed veto 
on the control system budget. 

The discussion of the control 
commission membership has 
been deadlocked for months. 
Both sides are agreed that the 
three nuclear powers should be 
permanent members of the 
commission, the top organ of 
the control system. 

But there is no agreement on 
the four other members of the 
commission, who are to be 
elected to two-year terms. The 
West wants the four elected 
members to include at least two 
neutral nations, while Russia 
wants only one neutral. 

The basis of Tsarapkin’s pro- 
posal was a control commission 
comprising three members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 


nization, three members of 


e Soviet bloc and one neutral. 

The West has repeatedly 
turned down this pattern on 
the grounds that too great a 
responsibility would be placed 
on the single neutral in arbitrat- 
ing between the two sides, and 
that commission action might 
be paralyzed if the neutral 
delegate abstained in any vote. 

But Tsarapkin said if the 
West accepted this pattérn, the 
Soviet Union would agree to 
the Western-pro 3-3-3 
division of the technical staff 
on the fixed control posts to be 
set up round the world. 

The United States and Britain 
have suggested that’ control 
posts located on the territory 
of the three nuclear powers 
should be staffed one-third by 
citizens of the country where 
the post is located, one-third by 
the “other side” among the big 
three, and one-third by citizens 
of non-nuclear states. The non- 
nuclear component would be 
divided again into one-third 
from the North Atlantic Treaty 
nations, one-third from the 
Soviet bloc and one-third from 
neutral nations. 

Soviet acceptance of this 
staffing pattern would represent 
a major concession in the nearly 
14-month-old negotiations. Tsara- 
pkin has hitherto insisted that 
no control post could include 
more than a handful of foreign- 
ers on the technical staff. 

This insistence has been one 
of the obstacles to a test ban 
treaty.

NIIGATA (Kyodo)—Two Russian ships carrying 975 Korean 
repatriates steamed out of Niigata Port on the Japan Sea coast 
yesterday afternoon for Chongjin, North Korea. 

At 2:03 p.m. the Krylion, one of the two Russian ships char- 


tered by the North Korean Red 
high school band played the 
“Song of Korean Premier Kim 
Il Sung.” About an hour later, 
the other ship, Tobolsk, left the 
berth. 


The repatriates were seen off 
by about 1,500 people. Amofig 
them were Andre Durand, head 
of the International Committee 
of the Red Cross delegation; 
Yoshisuke Kasai, vice president 
of the Japan Red Cross; Tatsuo 
Ozawa, director of the JRC’s re- 
patriation center in Niigata; 
Shizuo Kono, director of the 
Welfare Ministry’s Repatriation 
Relief Bureau; President Han of 
the General Federation of Ko- 
rean Residents in Japan (Soren), 
and other Soren officials, as well 
as representatives of the Liberal- 
Democratic and Socialist parties. 


The Krylion and the Tobolsk 
are scheduled to arrive at 
Chongjin tomorrow morning. 

The two ships are scheduled 
to return to Niigata again 
around Saturday to pick up the 
second group of returnees. 

A third group is also slated 
to be repatriated within the 
year. 

On behalf of the repatriates, 
Lee Il Hyang, leader of the 
North Korean Red Cross delega- 
tion, thanked those present. 

The 975 repatriates, consist- 
ing of 238 families, are the first 
batch of Korean residents to be 
sent to North Korea under 
the repatriation agreement sign- 
ed last August by the represent- 
atives of the Japanese and 
North Korean Red Cross socie- 
ties. 

Kazuo Kitamura, governor of 
Niigata Prefecture, told the | 
cheering crowd that as a result | 
of his trip to North Korea in 
July “I can say with convic- 
tion you will like it...I saw 
the work they are doing on the 
houses.”

NEW YORK (AP)—The U.S. 
Communist Party criticized its 
leadership on several counts at 
the closing session of the 
party’s 17th national conven- 
tion.

Dr. Ries, 
a medical lecturer at Leipzig 
University and a _ collaborator 
of the famous gerontologist, 
Prof. Max Buerger, has inves- 
tigated the psychological shifts 


in aging people by means of 
an internationally recognizéd 
method of color testa. He 


feit it was important to give 
experimental psychology a 
charice besides the increasing 
number of organic inquiries in- 


to the processes of seme. 
Dr. Ries chose the Luscher 
test for his method. A few 


years ago a Swiss psychologist, 
Prof. Luscher, developed a test 
table containing eight different 
colors in definite shades. The 
test person must look at the 
colors and report which colors, 
and in what order, he or she 
prefers. The sequence of pref- 
erences is noted, and from col- 
or combinations visible from it 
Prof. Luscher draws certain 
conclusions as to character and 
even actual psychological con- 
dition of the test person. 


Also in Diagnosis 


The idea of a connection be- 
tween character traits and color 
preference or dislike seems sug- 
gestive. Those who like red 
and yellow—the “active” colors 
—are, pumr-eing = to Prof, 
Luscher, active, lively and “ex- 
troverts,” “while lovers of the 
“passive” colors, blue and 
green, are “introverts,” quiet, 
and of weak drive. lLuscher 
and his followers in many coun- 
tries report great successes of 
this color test. 

It is said that indeed some 
organic diseases have been di- 
agnosed with its aid, since 
those suffering from certain 
chronic troubles show certain 
parallel color inclinations. 
This test is, of course, only an 
auxillary means of diagnosis. 
A German doctors’ group has 
tried the method and achieved 
a satisfactory percentage of cor- 
rect diagnosis. 

The color test is applicable 
to all sorts of people, since. it 
dges. not require any intelli- 
gence. Dr. Ries says it may be 
applied to very young children 
and to very old people. The 
Leipzig doctor confirms its clin- 
ical usefulness. He made a 
color-psychological study of fat 
people and found that their 
color reactions indicate height- 
ened sensitivity and a craving 
for leisure and comfort. The 
last-named trait has been 
known to popular psychology, 
but the first one seems new. 

Fat People's Choice 

The color preferences of the 
corpulent ones also indicate 
that they are not prepared to 
accept any ascetic demands, 
such as the rule to. eat less, 
which would be, the only reali 
remedy for carpulence. The 
fat ones like green, a highly 
passive color, while they are 
unanimous in rejecting yellow, 
an active hue. “green” per- 
son will not shoulder the bur- 
den_of the psychological battle 
known as a slimming diet. a 
“vellow” person may do it, but 
the “yellow” ones are less in- 
clined to grow fat. 

Dr. Ries has tested 1,000 peo- 
ple of both sexes, and of all 
ages between 5 and 80 years. 
Children showed a definite pref- 
erence for yellow and _ violet, 
to begin with. They were most 
averse to gray. It is not ex- 
citing enough -for them. Child- 
ren and adolescents do not like 
blue, but the preference for 
this tranquil color grows with 
age, and indeed more so in 
women than in men. 

Men’s liking for green in- 
creases with age, but women 
like it less. The graph for red 
is fairly steady throughout life 
in men (with a slight decrease 
toward the end), while it falls 
off steeply In women once the 
prime of youth is over. A lik- 
ing for gray is seen to develop 
steadily in both sexes after the 
juveniie phase, again more in 


develop confident activity and a 
will to achievement: red re- 
mains strong, but is tempered 
by a growing sympathy for 
calm blue. In old age there 
are signs of a defensive atti- 
tude, red and blue weakening 
thelr hold a iittle, while gray 
and brown reach’ maximal 
values. 
From Red to Gray 
Women cut a less fine 
Luscher’s test reveals them 
once more as the weaker sex, 


challengin the doctrine of 
equality. , the active color, 
decreases in popularity with 


women before the 20th year is 
reached, and so does yellow. 
At 40 the decline of the graph 
becomes a steep gradient. Blue 
goes up with women as age 
proceeds, while creen remains 
fairly stable. Dr. Ries con- 
cludes that women's character 
is marked by a passivity inter- 
mingled with feelings of an- 
xliety, which grows stronger 
after the 40th year and with 
old age passes into a trait of 
resignation. Thus character 
traits are subject to ‘typical, 
nonparallel changes in both 
sexes. The older woman is far 
more inclined to become re- 
signed than elderly man. 
red graph proudly soars aloof 
even in old age, while woman's 
has long fallen off to creep on 
the ground. 

In addition to the passive 
color, blue, women. show in- 
creasing domination of the col- 
or of sobriety and resignation, 
gray, as they age. Men's gray 
graph never reaches the max- 
imum of female gray. It fol- 
lows, according to Dr. Ries, 
that psychological changes in 
aging are measurable’ that 
way, and that a “palette of 
life” may match the well 
known “melody of life.” This 
palette is, however, dependent 
on region, climate, nationality, 
and race. We may perhaps 


of the culture and particularly 
color imperatives of fashion are 
also likely to affect results, not 
because. they alter the char- 
acter but because they infiu- 
ence felt preferences.

On the Cards |

Do you play meishi; do you 
play cards? One is really oblig- 
ed to. Since this is the visit- 
ing, touring, dining, meeting 
season, one has this cardiac 
trouble. In go the mosquitoes; 
out come the cards. Business- 
cards, appointment cards, name 
cards, visiting cards from 
known, unknown, knowing, and 
less knowing Cards. 

Yesterday I went to a party: 
I went with money and came 
hack with cards. me of the 
guests were in formal Japanese 
dress; each had a card up his 
sleeve. (This is the mysterious 
East. The Western guests, in 
western suits, also had cards, 
but they were more inclined 
than were the Japanese to put 
theirs on the table). I don't 
like cards. The trouble is I can 
always remember faces, but 
never cards. It may be that 
the former are the more mem- 
orable, the more interesting.

So among my 
more intimate friends, I can 
number Mr. Sake, Mr. Assistant 
Secretary, City Hall, and Miss 
Typing—the last quite often. 
This is a sound method, but not 
fool-proof. 

Last week we had a party of 
our English literature students. 
Among those who attefded were 
six Mr. Shakespeares and seven 
Mr. Hemingways—such is mod- 
ern scholarship—and as the eve- 
ning wore on and the guests 
wore out one could scarcely 
distinguish between them, Ex- 
copt that there seemed to be 
less Shakespeares and more 
Hemingways.

And it is 
for this reason that the Inter- 
national Society of Cards has 
recently been founded. It is my 
good fortune to be a member 
of its executive committee, (the 
card board), as well as to be a 
member ‘of Magna Carta, the 
branch in England. 


Much and penetrating re 
search has already been done 
into the historical,. literary and 
sociological aspects of cards. As 
far as we know,.the first card 
was of papyrus leaf (Greek: 
khartes), and Socrates, it is be- 
lieved, gave one to Alcibiades 
before the symposium, but Al- 
cibiades, being Alcibiades, mis- 
laid it. The business card has 
taken root in Japan, and flour- 
ished as in no other country. 
But it is not known when it 
was introduced.

For Track Records 


LONDON (AP)—As did most 
preOlympic years, 1959 proved 
a lean one for world track 
and field records. 

International competition en- 
joyed a lull. There were only 
three four-minute miles. The 
great Herb Elliott of Australia 
took it easy. 

Only really significant trend 
in 1959 was a mafked inroad 
by European athietes. into 
events traditionally the strong- 
hold of the United States. Yet 
U.S. experts feel certain that 
from the great reservoir of 
American talent will rise 
stars to dominate these events 
in the Rome Olympics of 1960. 

As far as world records were 
concerned there was little to 
get excited about. 

New marks were established 
in the 110-meter and 120-yard 
hurdles, the 1,000. meters, the 
400-yard relay, the four-mile re- 
lay, the hop, step and jump, 
shotput, discus throw, javelin 
and decathlon. 

Also a new world record was 


i} set up for 220 yards and 200 


meters hurdles around a turn. 
It was the first year for such a 
record and anyway the event is 
not an Olympic one.

Cuts U.S. 
Earnings 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Sales 
of manufacturing corporations 
cropped more than $5,000 mil- 
lion and earnings declined $1,- 
000 million in the July-Sep- 
tember quarter, the U.S. Govy- 
ernment reported Sunday. 

A 58 per cent decline in sales 
of the iron and steel industry 
because of the steel workers’ 
strike contributed heavily to the 
decrease, the quarterly financial 
report to the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
showed. 

or all manufacturing firms, 
third quarter sales were $83,100 
million, a decline of $5,200 mil- 
lion from the record sales 
volume in the April-June quar- 
ter. 

ae after taxes were 
$3,800 million in the quarter. 
They averaged 46 cents per 
dollar of sales, compared with 
5.5 cents in the preceding quar- 
ter. 

Apart from the iron and steel 
group and the automotive indus- 
try, whose sales dropped sea- 
sonally during the changeover 
to new models the report show- 
ed little change in either sales or 
profits in the manufacturing seg- 
ment of the economy, as com- 
pared with the previous quarter. 

In spite of the decline, the 
third quarter sales were 9 per 
cent higber than the same quar- 
ter of 1958, while profits after 
taxes were up 15 per cent. 

In the first nine months of 
this year, both sales and profits 
were at record highs. Sales 
totaled $252,200 million while 
after-tax profits over the nine 
months totaled $12,500 million 
an increase of $3,900 million 
over the same period of 1958. 


Japan’s Consumption 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
US. Agriculture. Department 
said Sunday world wool con- 
sumption was -up 17 per cent 
in the first nine months of 1959.

LONDON (AP)—Aidan Craw-| 
ley, a former Government min- 
ister, warned British manufac- 
turers Sunday that trading com- 
petition with Japan was only 
just beginning. 

In his reguiar weekly article 
in the Sunday Graphic, Crawley 
wrote: 

“Competition in all goods is 
increasing, not ennuaily but 
monthly—particularly from Ja- 
pan. And Japanese expansion 
has only just begun. 

“What should cause us even 
more anxiety is the fact that the 
goods the Japanese are produc- 
ing are not nearly far cheaper 
than ours but are of comparable 
and sometimes better quality, 
better than anything produced 
either in Britain or the whoie 
of the West. 

“This applies not merely to 
goods such as toys, china, house- 
hold utensils or cameras, but to 
things like cement and even 
ships, in which we have tradi- 
tionally considered ourselves so 
superior as to be immune from 
competition. 

“Nor is it likely to help mere- 
ly to condemn the Japanese for 
living on rice and other foods 
which cost less than the meat 
and bread we eat. Or to con- 
demn them for working longer 
hours than we do for less money 
than we get.

Sahara Oil Seen 
Freeing the West 


NEW YORK (UPI)—I. L. Ken- 
an, executive director of the 
American-Israel Public Affairs 
Committee, said Sunday night 
recent oil discoveries in the Sa- 
hara Desert and Libya would 
free the Western world from 
threats of losing Mideast oil sup- 
plies “unless the West accedes to 
pressure from President Nasser 
of the United Arab Republic.” 

In a speech to the New York 
chapter of Hadassah, the wom- 
en's Zionist organization of 
America, Kenan called the North 
African oil finds “the most im- 
portant development in the Mid- 
die East this year, since it liber- 
ates Western Europe from its 
dependance on the Persian Gulf, 
on the Suez Canai and the Arab 
pipelines for its oil supplies. 
Thus Europe will now have a 
super service station on the 
northern coast of Africa and 
countries will not have to go 
paronee the Suez Canal for their 
oil.” 
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Korean Repatriation 

The first batch of Korean repatriates who have elected 
to go to Communist-ruled North Korea left Japan's shores 
yesterday. The eve of their departure was marked by 
noisy demonstrations in Niigata, staged by South Korean 
supporters and Japanese ultranationalists who do not seem 
able to appreciate that there is no political motive behind 
the Japanese Government's decision to let these people 
go to that part of their homeland that they have chosen. 

The wisdom of their choice has, of course, nothing 
to do with the matter: every safeguard has been adopted 
here toward seeing that no Korean is sent to North Korea 
against his or her wil. We may, however, speculate as 
to their future. 


The North Korean authorities have promised all sorts 
of good things for the repatriates, including specially built 
houses of a roominess and convenience superior to what 
people in most Asian countries can aspire, and profitable 
jobs. But we have recollections of similar promises having 
been held out by Soviet Russia and other Communist- 
controlled countries as incentives to their nationals abroad 
to return home, but, when they did so, it was only to 
find that conditions were very different from what had 
been promised them and ‘that they were lucky if they 
escaped the attentions of the secret police. We are not 
going to prophesy that the repatriates in North Korea will 
come to regret their choice, but we believe they are taking 
a big risk. 
 » "‘Phis risk is their own, however, and Japan’s hands 
are clean. The Japanese Government’s decision was based 
on the humanitarian principle of letting the repatriates 
themselves select the place of future residence, and accusa- 
tions that there was a desire to placate the Communists 
by deliberately sending Korean residents in Japan to labor 
in servitude in a Communist “hell” are entirely beside 
the point. ud A 

It is a matter of profound regret that the Government 
of the Republic of Korea still refuses to understand 
Japan’s motives in allowing choice of residence to the 
Korean repatriates. All sorts of threats have been made 
in Seoul, even to the use of force to prevent the success 
of Japan’s repatriation plan, and seemingly the worsening 
of relations between this country and South Korea is 
likely to result. Sunday in Seoul was made the occasion 
of an “anti-Japan rally,” many businesses were closed and 
posters were put up denouncing Japan and her plan. 

It is reported that the ROK Ambassador in Tokyo, 
Mr. Yiu Tai Ha, has delivered a note of protest to the 
Japanese Foreign Ministry declaring that Japan. “would 
be solely responsible for any serious consequences that 
might arise from her unilateral measure for repatriation.” 
We cannot see that any “serious consequences” can arise 
unless someone in South Korea provokes them by ‘in- 
judicious action. 


President Syngman Rhee himself has said that Japan 
would have to face the “united anger and resistance of 


the free Korean people” if the transfer of the repatriates 


were carried out but the threat means no more, we imagine, 
than a continuance of the resistance of the ROK authorities 
to all efforts to secure working cooperation between Japan 
and the Korean Republic. This in itself is sufficiently 
regrettable, and we must hope that once the repatriation 
ety som concluded greater common sense will prevail 
in u 

The magnitude of the problem presented by repatria- 
tion has been greatly exaggerated. While Japan has 
some 600,000 Korean residents, it appears that only 5,000 
of these have officially declared that they desire to live 
under Communist rule. North Korean sources, it is true, 
have claimed that up to 137,000 will eventually want to 
go to the area under Pyongyang’s administration, but this 
figure must be regarded as being a gross exaggeration. 


It is quite possible, of course, that the Korean Com- 
munists may make a great occasion out of the landing 
of the first repatriates from Japan in their area with a 
view to attracting more Koreans to follow suit. The 
situation is one that lends itself too conveniently to propa- 
ganda for the Communists to be willing to miss the 
opportunity. 

Japan is in the unfortunate position of being made 
the victim of propaganda from two sides in this issue— 
from both Pyongyang and Seoul. But Japan can do no 
other than remain true to her original humanitarian view 
of the case. 

We would strongly urge on the Seoul Government an 
entirely new attitude toward Japan and a real effort on 
its part to settle all outstanding issues between the two 
countries, most of which strike us as being highly artificial 
and unnecessary. As for the repatriation program, let 
us get this out of the way as soon as possible, and we 
can then perhaps hope to establish relations with the 
Seoul Government which will strengthen the anti-Commu- 
oe in East Asia, which is what all sensible people

Twice an Emperor 


NEW YORK (AP)—Henry 
Pu Yi, who has been released 
from prison in Communist 
China, has never known what it 
is like to be free, either as a 
ruler or as a captive, said the 
New York Herald-Tribune. 


“Astonishingly,” said the edi- 
torial, “this man who has been 
an Emperor twice and whose 
life seems almost to encompass 
the modern history of China is 
only 53 years old. Neither as a 
ruler nor as a captive has he 
ever known what it is to be 
free. History has treated 
many monarchs ironically in 
our times but few more so than 
Henry Pu _ Yi, last of the 
Manchus who was born an 
Emperor but lived to crave the 
pardon of the Communists.” 


The paper recalls that Pu Yi 
was proclaimed ruler of China 
as a two-year-old infant. Later 
he became an Emperor called 
Kang Teh and was placed upon 
the throne of Manchoukuo by 
the Japanese in 1934. 


A few days ago he was releas- 
ed after some 15 years from a 
Chinese Communist prison, “to 
live as any other Chinese under 
communism,” it said. 


Ike Criticized 


PEIPING (Kyodo-Reuter)—A 
Red Chinese newspaper describ- 
ed President Eisenhower as an 
unskillful artist trying to paint 
a devil as an angel by port- 
raying the United States as de- 
voted to peace, friendship and 
freedom. 


In a comment on  Eisen- 
hower’s present tour the news- 
paper Youth Daily recalled that 
on his arrival in Rome last 
week the President said he was 
bringing a message to all coun- 
tries of the United States’ de 
sire for peace and friendship 


in freedom. 
But, the newspaper said, 
American “freedom” meant 


freedom for the workers to 
starve and be unemployed, for 
progressive and democratic 
people to be prosecuted and for 
Negroes to be lynched.

Saharan Oil 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York Times pointed to the im- 

rtance of the _§ increased 

ench oil production in the 
Sahara for Western Europe's 
supply of oil. 

“When French Premier 
Debre turned a valve at a de- 
sert oil pumping station in the 
Sahara he signaled a develop- 
ment which is bound to have im- 
portant political and economic 
reprecussions on France, on 
Europe, and on the Middle East 
‘and especially on Algeria,” the 
Times said. 

“This new oil supply added 
to other oil strikes in Africa, 
as in Libva, will make all Eu- 
rope less dependent on Middle 
Eastern oil and the Suez Canal. 
Nasser has the Suez Canal, but 
the oil is escaping him. For 
political reasons the Free World 
will and must continue buying 
Middle Eastern oil, but it can 
be more selective and resist 


‘more effectively any exorbitant 


demands by Arab leaders. 
“What the new supply will do 
to the world’s oil markets re- 
mains to be seen. But with oil 
reserves and production grow- 
ing faster than consumption, 
and with warnings of new price 
wars already in the air, it would 
seem that the time has come for 
the free nations to get together 
ep a world oil policy that ould 
avert ruinous competition.” 


Hungarian Injustice 


NEW YORK (AP)—The So- 
viet Union seemingly stands 
where it did three years ago, 
when it “crushed a popular rev- 
olution in Hungary and set up 
a contemptible puppet govern- 


ment,” the New York Times 
said. ' 
Discussing the U.N. vote urg- 


ing them to withdraw troops 
from Hungary the paper added: 
“A resolution to this effect tan- 
not make the Russians leave 
Hungary. What this resolution 
did was to test Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s yearning for peace and 
justice. Mr. Khrushchev pre- 
sumably wants peace. As the 
Hungarian episode shows, he is 
in no way concerned with just- 


ice. 

“If the attitude shown in the 
debgte this week represents cur- 
rent Russian policy on all is- 
sues, we had better not look for 
the miMennium as an immediate 
result of a summit conference. 
For it is perfectly clear that 
the Russians are retaining their 
militgry grip on Hungary as 
part of their grand design to 
terrorize Europe.” 


Soviet Diplomacy 


ROME (AP) — Osservatore 
Romano, the Vatican news 
paper, said that “while the West 
is preparing for the summit con- 
ference, Soviet diplomacy has 
already begun to exploit it.”

Tourist Library Books 


To the Editor: 


Having distributed several 
thousand copies of JTB’s Tour- 
ist Library book on Bonsai dur- 
ing the nearly 10 years in 
which the book has been pub- 
lished possibly I can offer some 
explanation of two of the prob- 
lems raised by Roy Andrew Mil- 
ler who has recently discovered 
the book and reviewed it in 
your columns, 


Tourist pn gy books are 
meant not only for the tourist 
who has actually come to Ja- 
pan and suffering from _  in- 
somnia at the Imperial Hotel 
but for the potential tourist, 
even those Who may never get 
to make the trip as well as the 
book buyer who is only inter- 
ested in the subject about 
which the book is written. In 
these days of airplané travel 
and restricticns on luggage few 
tourists carry much in the way 
of books except for guide books. 
I would estimate that for every 
copy of Bonsai sold to a tour- 
ist in Japan 100 copies are sold 
overseas to people Who may 
never come to Japan. 

Mr. Miller criticizes the “out- 
rageously high price in foreign 
countries” but I think he does 
not stop to consider the various 
steps which must be taken to 
make the book available in the 
United States for example. 
First of all most copies are sold 
through American book stores 
such as Kroch's, Doubleday, 
Brentanos, Wanamakers, Mar- 
shall Field, etc. Such.a book- 
store receives and will not dis- 


tribute a book for less than 40 
per cent discount which ac- 
counts for $1.20 of the $3 over- 
seas price. 

To get the book in quantities 
out of Japan and to a wholesale 
receiving point in the U.S, re 
quires the expense of preparing 
export papers, wrapping Costs 
for the parcels if sent by mail 
or forwarding charges if sent 
by freight. 

In addition to either freight 
or postage there is U.S. customs 
duty and either the US. Post 
Office’s parcel uelivery charge or 
U.S. cartage charges from the 
docks plus custom broker ex- 

nse. 

There is also the cost to the 
wholesaler for remailirig and in- 
voicing, for insurance etc, If 
Mr. Miller doubts these ex- 
penses I will gladly show him 
in itemized list. He should not 
however blame the Japan 
Travel Bureau for the overseas 
price for they receive the same 
amount In ven whether their 
books are sold locally or over- 
seas. 

As to the tourist paying “dou- 
ble for everything” that is 
rather a sweeping statement 
and not exactly one that should 
end an impartial review. A 
tourist has no time to shop 
around for bargains or to learn 
the customs of the country in 
buying. He demands speed and 
special service and for this he 
may and oftentimes may not 
pay more than he would for 
ordinary service.
